Relics of what I# described as a Prob- 
oaridea Fngulsta. a habitant of the 
mlocene perl«>d of the Yetiary age. have 
J been dlacovered on Lhe Southeast end 
of Graham island and were brought 
I south by the steamer Amur which ar- 
I rived last evening.

Pilotage. 

For two years the board has been en¬ 
deavoring without auceeaa to have the 
porta of Victoria and Esquimau reliev¬ 
ed front the heavy burden of compul¬ 
sory pilotage, which merchant* consid¬ 
er has b ee n , -and is. detrimental to the 
best Interests of the port. There are 
five pilots engaged In Ihs work, and 
the average dues eollerled annually, for 
a number of years, are between $14,000 
and $16,000. fully one-half being paid by 
vessels declining the service! of a pilot. 
Notwithstanding the strong represen¬ 
tation* made and protests entered by 
the board, the government have refused 
to modify the existing system, appar¬

The fear of flood Is a* great as that 
of the enmity of fhe Mongol* and th# 
nomads whose territory we shall cross. 

"The f'htnee* have been tnq ui s t tv e . 
They bend down then look In front, 
behind, to the side, and even under¬ 
neath the car*, trying to discover 
wrhere we have hidden tjie horses!” 

The progress through the Gobi des¬ 
ert exceeded expectation*. 15* mites 
being covered In thirteen hour* by ihs 
e/tdlng Mlr, Prince Borghese’* Itala 
The prince reached the little post of 
Pong-klong. the Matin'* special corres¬ 
pondent telegraphed, .at 1 fi'elock on 
Monday afternoon. The three other 
cars .irrived six hour* later, the Con- 
tal tricar being some distance behind.
